W ASHINGTON, November 21.— Un­ 
cle Sam in one insta nce at lea st has 
adopted the plan whereby he gives all 
' a fair cha nce to compete and still 
guarantees satisfaction. This guaran- 
i ice is given to the coal dealers of the 
country who bid annually for govern­ 
ment contra cts. No longer does the 
government buy its coal by the ton, 
but it has adopted another mea sure— 
that of “heat unit.” By this plan, an 
official of the Bureau of Mines sa .^ . 
the government gets what it pays for 
and pays for what it gets. 


All coal for consumption by the gov­ 
ernment 
is 
purchased 
now 
under 
specifications. 
These 
specifications 
call for so many units of hea t to the 
ton and a statement of the quantity 
of ash left a fter the coal is consumed. 
Samples are sent by the coal dealers 
to the Burea u where they are tested. 
The poorer coal finds a m a rket by 
competing with better grades, not as 
to the price per ton but as to the 
cost of an equal number of heat units. 
The value of coal is indicated by 
the number of hea t units it contains. 
This hea ting value 
is expressed 
in 
terms of British therm a l units, per 
pound of coal, and is determined by 
a special 
apparatus 
at the 
Bureau 
called a calorimeter. The samples sub­ 
mitted by the bidders a re all treated 
alike and the successful bidder is the 
one whose coal comes closest to the 
required qualifications.
